Raymond Explains Cause of 
the Success Reached in 
the Cities Ruled by 
Commissions. 


SAVES W@RRY TO VOTER. 


Responsibility Also Placed in 
Much Smaller Compass, and 
Graft Is Made Harder 
to Work, 


BY RAYMOND. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 28.—[Special. ]— 
In sketching the unique excellence of the 
municipal government of the District of 
Columbia, it has not been my intention to 
suggest that the city of Chicago either 
would, could, or should resort to a commis- 
sion appointed by th® governor or some out- 
side authority as the best means of governing 
the city. On the contrary, a study of munic- 
{pal conditions here has been merely to bring 
out certain ideas of the general principles 
which it might be worth while considering 
when Chicago comes to draw up a new char- 
ter or appeal to the legislature for patch- 
work reforms meanwhile. 

Officials who conduct affairs of the District 
of Columbia are probably no better or no 
worse than those.who would undertake the 
game kind of work in other cities. The great 
object lesson is that in a city Hke Washing- 
ton, where there is no electi franchise ex- 
ereised by anybody, where the governing 
power really is lodged in outsiders made up 
of the president and the congress of the 
United States, the absence of politics results 
in the absence of organized graft and in the 
eleanliness of the city government, which 
seems impossible to secure under ordinary 
conditions. 

Problem of Responsibility. 

When one studies the municipal conditions 
in different cities and contrasts the deplorable 
political system of New York and Chicago 
with the results obtained under a simpler 
form. of government in Galveston or in Wash- 
ington, it is not so difficult to find wherein 
American people have made their fnistake in 
the government of American cities. There 
are foo many elective offices, too many elec- 
tions. and too great a division of responsit‘l- 
ity. The voter is confused on the one hand and 
the average citizen can see no particular 
honor in being elected to one out ot a dozen 
or more possible public offices. 5 

The commission idea of government of 
cities, whether the commission be appointed 
or elected, is simply a solution of this problem 
of public responsibility. The fewer the num-

Systems in European Cities. 

When Tue Tripune sent me two or three 
years ago to Glasgow, then to English and 
continental cities, to study the question of 
municipal ownership there I was at first 
greatly puzzled to discover why municipal 
governments in Great Britain were so gener- 
ally nonpartisan in their politics, so free from 
taint of graft. 

The electorate in Glasgow is little better 
than in Chicago in any event. Right of 
suffrage is based on property and rent pay- 
ing, so that there is a little more financial re- 
sponsibility on the part of the averdge voter. 
On the other hand, the general average of 
intelligence in Glasgow is far and away below 


that m Chicago. 


The class of people who accept nonpartisan 
government in Glasgow or Edinburgh move 
to Chicago, become our most bitter partisans, 
and frequently participate most freely and 
most successfully in the grafting schemes of 
American cities. e 


Placing of Blame Stops Graft. 
When one begins to dig into political con- 
ditions in Great Britain it is easy to see that 
the cleanliness of the Scotch and English 
municipalities is due to concentration of re- 
sponsibility and nothing else. Few people 
seem to understand that Great Britain is\a 


country which is governed exclusively by 


legislative bodies. With a few unimportant 
@xceptions there are no elected executive 
officers in the country. The voters’ atten- 
tion is not divided by having to follow the 
political gyrations of scores of professional 
officeholders. There are few elections and a 
surprisingly small number of men to be 
chosen for public office, while practically all 
of them act in a legislative capacity and are 
subject to scrutiny for their public acts at all 


times. 


Generally speaking, the British voter has 
the privilege of electing only two persons. 
One is a member of his city or county council, 
the other is his member of parliament. A 
‘British city is governed by its city council. 
There is a mayor in England and provost in 
Scotland, but he is only an alderman chosen 
by his. fellow members in the city council. 
He presides over deliberations of that body, 
but has no other executive functions so far 
aas actual power is concerned. He appoints 


— no one, removes no one, and has not even 


the veto power. 

According to this British system, all mu- 
nicipal officers are first nominated by a proper 
committee and then elected outright bs che 
council. The result is a permanence in fen- 
ure of public office such as is unknown among 
us in America. :

NOTHING TO FEAR, 
TAFT TELLS JAPAN 


Secretary of War Goes to Sleep 
in Imperial Palace at To- 
kio After a Strenu- 
ous First Day. 


VISIT STIRS UP NATION. 


Newspapers Vie in Eulogy and 
Mikado Sends Special Invi- 
tation to Luncheon 
and Audience, 


TOKIO, Sept. 28.—Secretary Taft is sleep- 
ing here tonight in the palace of Sheba. one 
of the ancient and picturesque residences 
of the emperors of Japan, and as he sleeps 
the presses of all the hewspapers in Tokio 
are turning out eulogistic editorials and 
quaint interviews showing the importance 
of the visit of the “ representative of Amer- 
ica, the friend of Japan.“ 3 

The Minnesota, which carried Secretary 
Taft across the Pacific, slipped into Yoko- 
hama bay before the town was awake this 
morning, thereby spoiling the public ova- 
tion which had been planned. Official Japan 
didn’t know of the secretary’s arrival until 
the guns of the cruiser Chattanooga awak- 
ened the town with a salute. 

Then Yokohama had the most exciting hour 
it has experienced since the war. Runners 
scurrying through the city routed out the 
official reception committees, the American 
embassy officials, and all. those who had 
planned to be on hand to greet the secretary. 


Delegations Besiege Ship. 

By 7:80 the first delegations had started for 
the Minnesota, guns were booming all over 
ths bay, and the water front had blossomed 
out into a rainbow of flags and bunting. 

For the next two hours the Minnesota was 
the scene of a reception. One of the first del- 
egations to tackle the secretary was a party 
of Japan's leading journalists, and about the 
first qusstion he was asked was whether the 
United States intended to sell the Philippine 
islands. 

To this Mr. Taft replied that America had 
no intention of selling, adding that he had no 
mission to Japan exeept to bear friendly 
greetings to and visit old friends on his way 
to Manile. 

Press Captured at the Start. 

Continuing, the secretary outlined his pro- 
posed trip around the world and spoke of his 
plans for the future government of the Phil- 
ippines. In conclusion Mr. Taft said: “The 
future lies in Mr. O’Brien’s hands.” 

Then Thomas J, O’Brien, the new ambas- 
sador to Japan, made a brief speech, in 
which he said his mission wag a peaceful one 


reception here. 

The interview was especially pleasing to 
the representative of the Pochi Shimbon, for 
that paper startled its contemporaries a little 
later. with a recognizable half tone portrait 
of Secretary Taft and a Japanese scare head 
over an interview which quoted the secre- 
tary as saying: 

America and Japan always will be frlends. 
The necessity for arms in trade is something 
we do not recognize. I speak as the secre- 
tary of war of America, and also as the secre- 
tary of peace. 

When the other newspapers catch up with 
this buret of enterprise tomorrow they will 
publish similar interviews, demonstrating 
that in the first hours of his visit the secre- 
tary succeeded in reassuring the Japanese of 
America’s good intentions. 


Lunches with Count Terashima. 

After the reception on the Minnesota, Mr. 
and Mrs. Taft and Mr. and Mrs. O’Brien 
had breakfast on board the steamer. Then 
Mr. and Mrs. Taft went ashore in a launch 
from the Chattanooga and landed at the 
pier, whence they were driven to the Grand 
hotel, preceded by a squadron of cavalry. 
Mr. Taft then rested for a few hours, after 
which he was entertained at luncheon by 
Count Terashima. The Japanese committee 
of welceme and the several members of Mr, 
Taft's party also were present. 

Mr. O’Brien, accompanied by Mr. Dodge, 
Peter Augustus Jay, first secretary of the 
American embassy, and other members of 
the embassy staff came to Tokio at 11 p’clock 
and are temporarily quartered at the Impe- 
rial hotel. Mr. and Mrs. Taft left Yokohama 
at 4 o'clock and arrived here at ten minutes 
of five. They were received at the railway 
station by a delegation of high government 
officials and representatives of the Ameri- 
can embassy. The outside of the station 
was gayly decorated in honor of the visitors. 
Owing to the fact that the hour of their ar- 
rival here had not been announced, only a 
small crowd of the people of the place had 
gathered to greet the secretary and his wife. 


Taft Installed in Palace. 

“At the railroad station Mr. and Mrs. Taft 
entered one of the imperial carriages and 
were at once driven to the detached palace 
of Shiba, dne of the picturesque ancient resi- 
dences of the imperial family. Once installed 
in the palace of Lieut. Gen. Trouchi-Masaki 
called upon Secretary Taft and this visit 
the secretary returned immediately. 

The program for the entertainment of the 
secretary was changed at a late hour today 
and all the arrangements made by the navy 
department and the committee of the impe- 
rial household will be subjected to this new 
plan. 

According to the expressed desire of the 
emperor, Secretary Taft will be recetved in 
audience and entertained at luncheon. on 
Wednesday.’ There will be no functions on 
Sunday. On Monday Count Hayashi, the 
foreign minister, will give a lunch in honor 
of Secretary Taft and Monday night the mu- 
nicipality of Tokio will give a dinner in his 
honor. Two hundred invitations have been 
sent out for this latter function. 

On Tuesday the secretary will lunch with 
H. Percival Dodge, the American chargé

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FRISCO GRAFTERS KIDNAP FOE 


Rudolph Spreckels Foils Plot to 
Smuggle Editor Into Jail. 


SCHEME MAKES CITY GASP. 


Fremont Older, Reformer, Stolen from 
City, Rescued by Writ. . 


San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 28.—[Special.]— 
Fremont Older, managing editor of the San 
Francieco Bulletin and chief ally of Rudolph 
Spreckels in the war on the city’s bribers and 
grafters, practically was kidnaped yester- 
day, carried out of town in an auto, put of a 
train for Los Angeles, and only saved from 
being thrown into the county jail there today 
by the prompt action of Mr. Spreckels. 

Everything happened so quickly and dra- 
matically that San Francisco is still gasping 
tonight at the audacity of the plot. 

Older went to the office of Francis J. Heney 
early yesterday afternoon. He had an ap- 
pointment with Rudolph Spreckels. While 
hé was waiting he was called to the tele- 
phone. A voice at the other end said a Mr. 
Stapleton at the Savoy hotel wanted to see 
him immediately on important business that 
couldn’t be discussed over the phone. At- 
torney Cobb heard the conversation and re- 
marked, It looks fishy to me.“ 


— Iditor Walks Into the Trap. 

1 more than half suspect it is a plot,“ 
said Mr. Older, but I'll walk over any- 
way and see about it. Let Spreckels know 
about it and if I'm not back soon he'll know 
what's doing.“ 5 

The minute Older left Heney's office two 
autos took up his trail. On Van Ness ave- 


nue one of the autos dashed to the curb, 


four men Jeaped out, and one of them thrust 
a warrant into Mr. Older's hands. It was 
issued on complaint of Luther Brown, a 
Los Angeles lawyer, Gefending Tirey L.. 
Ford, general counsel of the United Rail- 
roads company, now om trial. for’ bribery. 
The warrant charged criminal libel based 
on a ness story in the Bulletin associating 
Brown with a disorderly woman. 

Before Older had a chance to read the 
warrant he was bundled into the auto. In 
it were two deputy sheriffs and a detective 
said to be in the employ of Patrick Calhoun, 
president of the United Railways company. 


Revolver Keeps Him Quiet. 

Two of the men searched Older for 
weapons, and one of them pressed a revolver 
to his side with the threat that if he didn’t 
keep quiet it might explode. Older made no 
fuss, and the auto sped through San Fran- 
cisco at top speed out to Redwood City, 
twenty-five miles away. There Older, with 
the revolver still close to his side, was bun- 
died on to a Los Angeles train and driven 
into the most remote corner of the last >ull- 
man. 

The train was well on its way to Los An- 
geles, where the warrant had been sworn 
out, before Rudolph Spreckels got busy. He 
@urmised what had happened and saw in it 
a plot to get Older to Los Angeles secretly, 
throw him into the county jail there, and 
thus distract attention and secure a iciay 
in the Ford bribery trial : 

Spreckels and Heney Ggured out how they

would block the game. At 2 o'clock this 
morning Spreckels got Judge Crow out of 
bed at Santa Barbara, secured a special 
sitting of the Superior court, and a writ of 
habeas corpus demanding Older’s release. 


Game Blocked by Spreckels. 

When the train conveying Older reached 
Santa Barbara early, today the chief of po- 
lice, several policemen, and half a dozen dep- 
uty sheriffs were at the station, some of 
them armed with axes to break into the oar 
in which Older was a@ prisoner if resistance 
was offered. A large crowd awaited the ar- 
rival of thetrain. All the deputy sheriffs and 
police boarded the train promptly as soon as 
it came to a standstill. The first search 
failed to reveal Older, or his captors, but on 
going through the rear Pullman a second 


‘time he was seen and recognized. A copy of 


the warrant and the habeas corpus writ were 
then served on Older, and shown to Deputy 
Constable Ben Cohn of Los Angeles, who 
had him in charge. 

Older and the Santa Barbara officers left 
the train. Older was escorted to a waiting 
automobile and rushed to the courthouse for 
a hearing. Older was instantly released on 
$2,000 bail. 


Calhoun Behind the Plot. 

Mr. Older returned to San Francisco to- 
night with Interstate Commerce Commis- 
Honer Lane. Attorney Luther Brown also 
returned. The lawyer did not try to conceal 
his disappointment at the failure of his plan. 

If we had been let alone we would have 
Older down in the Los Angeles jail: eating 
beans with Billy Hammell,’ he said. 

Brown said his attempt to kidnap Older 
was a personal affair. He denied that Cal- 
houn and other men mixed up in the bribery 


‘cases had instigated the attempt. 


„The whole thing was a diabolical scheme 
of Patrick Calhoun's, Mr. Older declared 
“They are desperate now and will 
not hesitate at anything.“ 

Next to Heney and Burns Older is per- 
haps the best hated man in the grafter’s list 
of enemies. It was he who brought Spreck- 
els into the fight, and he has been the moat 
determined leader in the war against the 


graters.”’

Skirted Burglar Jumps Through 
Window When Diseovered. 


SURPRISE FOR V. M. C. A. MAN. 


L. W. Messer Returns from Vacation 
to Find Residence Invaded. 


Reforming young men is the speciality of 
L. Wilbur. Messer, general secretary of the 
Young Men's Christian association of Chi- 
cago. Usually he doesn’t pay any attention 
to women burglars. But he had to at 11:30

Companion Also Leaps. 

At the same time, so Mr. Messer believes, 
a companion of the woman made his get- 
away by leaping through a-rear window. 

A passerby saw the woman in fight, but the 
shawl concealed her features and no identi- 
fication was possible, Mr. Messer at once 
reported the case to the Hyde Park police 
station. 

The burglare seemingly obtained nothing. 
‘The Messer residence has been unoccupied 
since July 1, the family being out of the 
city. Mr. Messer himself returned to the city 
a day or two ago. Most of the furniture 
was packed up and there was little for ur- 
glare to lay their hands on. 

In their hasty flight, however, the robbers 
overturned a costly set of dishes, which had 
been left on a shelf, breaking most of them. 

Entrance to the house had been gained by 
forcing a basement window at the rear and 
preaking the panels of two doord, 

The police are not wholly convinced that 
robbery was the purpose of the intrusion.’ It 
is considered possible that the couple, aware 
of the absence of the family, had been using 
the apartments as à free lodging house and 
were discommoded unexpectedly by the re- 
turn of the house owner.

SEEK. TO REOPEN PROBLEM. 


Whole Matter to Be Laid Before Judge 
Grosscup This Week. 


A new plan for the reorganization of the 
Union Traction properties has been drafted 
by attorneys representing certain béndhold- 
ers and will be submitted as a plan originat- 
ing with the bondhold>rs and acceptable at 
least to part of them. 
‘It, with other plans which are being formu- 
lated, will be laid béfore Judge Grosscup, 
who will be netitioned this week by the vari- 
ous interests to reopen the entire coftro- 
versy and start afresh. 
Several conferences were held y2sterday in 
the hope that an agreement could be reached 
with the consent of the bondholders, and it is 
plannsd to carry the negotiations to New 
York later in the week. 
The new plan, which was made public dur- 
ing the day, was drafted by Attorney Will- 
iam Burry of Runneils & Burry and Attorney 
A. M. Beitler of Dickson, Beitler & McCouch. 
It is reported to C. S. W. Packard. Gilbert A. 
Phillips, W. R., Nicholson, A. A. Jackson, 
and J. W. Ham2f, a committee for the North 
Chicago Street Railroad company bondhold- 
ers, bonds secured by mortgage with the 
Fidelity Trust company of Philadelphia as 
trustee, ; 

New Plan Explained. 
The purposes of the new plan are explained 
in the statement of the attorneys to the com- 
mittee, they saying that the decision of the 
Court of Appeals made it plan that a new re- 
organization plan ought to be advanced by 
the bondholders. 
We have drafted the inclosed plan,“ they 
say, which differs from the former one 
mainly in the disposition of series A and B, 
consolidated bonds, and in the selection of the 
committee which is to manage the reorgani- 
gation. Bondholders are entitled to full rep- 
resentation ot any committee in charge of 
reorganization. 
Series A and B bonds are less in amount 
than series A and B bonds in the former plan, 
even allowing the $5,000,000 of series A bonds 
reserved for paramount liens. We do not 
think there will be $1,000,000 of such liens, 
and, if so, all- of the $5,000,000 of reserved 
series A bonds will probably disappear. This 
will leave series A and B amounting to only 
$25,000,000. This would be a decided im- 
provement on the former plan. 


Insist on Full Representation. 

“A good committee is indispensable, and 
we must insist on being well represented 
on it. 
We belleve that if the bondholders will 
insist firmly on it the plan originally put 
forward will be modified substantially ac- 
cording to the inclosed draft. All of the 
plan relating to rehabilitation and participa- 
tion certificates is substantially unchanged.“

TEACHERS HINT. AT A PLOT. 


Dark Conspiraey'“ to Hold Back In- 
terest Money, Clique Fears. 


Balloting by contributors to the public 
school employés’ pension fund resulted yes- 
terday in the re@lection of John E. Byrnes, 
a clerk in the business manager’s depart- 
ment, as president of the board of trustees. 
John J. Cullinan, a school engineer, was re- 
elected as trustee, and Charles Denker, also 
an engineer, was elected to succéed Charles 
Wilson, who died recently. 

The first two will serve for two year terms, 
and the latter for one year. President 
Byrnes was practically unanimously chosen, 
The only real contest was in the case of the 
one year term, Mr. Denker defeating WiIII- 
iam Sauer by fourteen yotes. 

Nominations for trustees of the teachers’ 
pension fund were made during the day at 
caucuses held in the various districts of 
the city. The result of the balloting will be 
tabulated tomorrow. 

The election of the teachers’ fund trustees 
will be held on Oct. 9, and with the comple- 
tion of the trustee organization preparations 
will be made at once for starting sult for 
possession of the July interest on the school 
funds. This was withheld by the city treas- 
urer when Corporation Counsel Brundage 
rendered an opinion that the law directing 
all interest on school money be turned over 
to the teachers and employés’ pension fund 
is unconstitutional.

| ACT MAY BE INVALIDATED 


Hand at Framing “ Rule” 
to Same Effect. 


An interesting plan for the regulation of 
republican primaries in the absence of a pri- 
mary law has been credited to the state or- 
ganization. It propos2s, if the Supreme 
court next month removes the primary act 
from the statute books, that the delegates to 
the state convention shall be chosen under a 
committee made law.“ 

If the legislature cannot or will not pass a 
law which will pass the scrutiny of the 
courts, it is proposed that the state commit- 
tee shal? try its hand and make its law 
effective as best it can.

Springfield. 


not improbable that the decision in this case 
will be given at the begiuning of the term 
rather than at the end, as is customary, 
Ine lsgisiature reassembles at Springfield 
the toliowing. Tuesday. If the court has 
spoken before the general assembly meets or 
if it speaks while the legislators are in ses- 
sion, and if in speaking it puts an end to this 
second attempt at primary legislation, the 
assembly will be agked immediately by Gov.

law. 
May Ask for Special Session. 

The reply of the assembly may be that it 
has reconvened for one especial-purpose, and 
that if the governor wishes consideration 
given a primary act he should allow an ad- 
journment to be taken and then call a spe- 
clal session. The legislators do not like to be 
put in the attitude of shirking work, but 
they like even less to be working at Spring- 
field at their own expense, whereas if they 
had not been caught in this extraordinary 
“hang over” session they could be draw- 
ing a per diem, mileage, and stationery al- 
lowance in special session to consider pri- 
mary legislation. 

If by one way or another, elther in the 
„hang over or in special session, the legis- 
lators manage to avoid the direct primary 
issue, it is said to be the plan of the gov- 
ernor’s friends to try a committee law. 

Such action might be advisory, in which 
case the various counties would do as they 
pleased, or an attempt might be made to 
have it compulsory. Conventions are judges 
of their own membership, and the state com- 
mittee, controlling the permanent organiza- 
tion of the convention, would be in position 
to seat such delegates as were chosen under 
its law,“ and unseat such as were selected 
in defiance of the wishes of the committee. 

Neither Gov. Deneen nor any of his friends 
appear publicly as backing the plan, but 
there is little doubt that the idea got a start 
in administration quarters, and now is be- 
ing given its trial with public opinion. 


Might Bring Endless Mess. 


An endless mess would be stirred up by 
such procedure, with two conventions as its 
extreme possibility, but, on the other hand, 
if the state committee passed a resoluiion 
asking that republican primaries be held 
on the same day throughout the state and 
that the candidate receiving the highest pop- 
ular vote in the county be given the votes of 
that coumnty’s delegates in the state con- 
vention, thus providing for a semi-direct 
primary, it might strike popular sentiment 
as the proper course of procedure and give 
the plan the sympathies of the people. 

Roger C. Sullivan and John P. Hopkins 
proved in 1904 how far the state committee 
can go in a democratic convention in unscat- 
ing delegates, and while nothing of this 
wholesale method has been tried in recent 
republican conventions the republican com- 
mittee of 1904 handled eight or ten contest- 
ing delegations more with a view to ood 
politics than to facts or fairness. 


Unlikely to Attempt Compulsion. 

There would not be much popular indigna- 
tion over the seating of delegates chosen in 
a direct primary it they were opposed by 
delegates chosen in “soap box” primaries 
of the old fashioned style. The chances are, 
however, that if the state organization finds 
itself without a primary law it will content 
itself with advising the various county com- 
mittees to hold their primaries on a certain 
day throughout the state and to allow a plu- 
rality rule to govern. The expense of using 
the regular election machinery for primaries 
is considerable, and there would be no way 
in which to meet the bills unless the organ- 
ization itself paid them. 

The present primary law puts the ex- 
pense on the community which no commit- 
tee made law could do. The committee 
probably could find a way in which to make 
its law“ effective as to the seating of dele- 
gates if ft could get its delegates chosen. 

In case all attempts at primary legisla- 
tion go overboard and it becomes apparent 
that the race is a go as you please affair, 
some energetic counties will be in action by 
January selecting delegates to the conven- 
tion. 

Governor Not Going to Fair. 

Gov. Deneen and Roy O. West are about the 
only two republican politicians in the state 
who will not be at the state fair this week. 
The governor is scheduled to take part in the 
Roosevelt trip, beginning on Tuesday, and 
West is east on a vacation. 

The state board of agriculture: is miffed 
because the governor will not be present. 
President Madden of the board has written 
Mr. Deneen a letter which endeavored at once 
to convey displeasure and to hide the fact 
that it was being conveyed. It was success- 
ful only in the former attempt, and now any 
displeasure which the state board may feel 
over the governor's absence is quite balanced 
by the displeasure which the governor feels 
towards Mr. Madden and his board. 

Further, to show that the board is miffed, it 
has been pleased not to print the governor’s 
picture on its program. The faces of Judge 
Willard M. McEwen and Speaker Edward D. 
Shurtleff adorn that publication, but Mr, 
Deneen’s does not. 


A. H. Revell Being Mentioned. 

Alexander H. Revell, who was mentioned 
extensively as a probable republican candi- 
date for mayor before Mayor Busse was 
nominated, is going through a like process 
in regard to the governorship. When he re- 
turns to Chicago, as is expected this week, 
he will be met by a committee of one hun- 
dred, cr thereabouts, the members of which 
will ask him to become a candidate in the 
republican primaries. 

This committee will be headed by Henry 
Bosch, J. O. Hinkley, J. E. Aldrich, Dr. 
Homer Thomas, Frank P. Gibbs, and E. L. 
Mansure, according to announcements. Mr, 
Revell will be told that the needs of the state 
demand a man of his business abilities as 
governor, and he will be urged to announce 
himself. Mr. Revell withdrew his candidacy 
for the mayoralty when it became apparent 
that the republicans proposed to nominate 
Mr. Busse.

Politicians Scored by New Tork His- 
torian While in England. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE, ] 

LONDON, Sept. 28.—Every liner leaving 
Europe is now crowded with departing Amer- 
icans. In the six first-class steamers which 
left this week not a berth was vacant. The 
managers of various lines say they expect 
these conditions will continue another month 
although the homeward rush began earlier 
this year and is lasting longer. This is in 
view of the fact that all lines had more ships 
in commission than ever before, It also gives 
an Idea of the unusual number of Americans 
abroad in the summer. 

Americans are better travelers than they 
used to be,“ said the manager of one line. 
They used to almost invariably make two 
trips to England. Once on the way to the 
continent and again on the way back. Nowa- 
days they almost invariably visit England 
then sail home from a continental port or 
tour the continent before coming to England 
at all.“ 

Historian Scores Politicians. 

Hugh Hastings, state historian of New 
York, is sailing in the same ship. He also 
visited. England, Iretand, and the continent. 
He made a thorough study of the income tax 
while here and performing a feat most un- 
usual of an American tourist by passing four 
consecutive days in the reading room of the 
British museum. In speaking of conditions 
in the United States, Hastings said: 

„% We must not lose sight of the fact that 

there are political plutocrats in America as 
well as the financial variety. They constitute 
a greater menace to American institutions 
than the trust magnates themselves. It 
strikes me that the political plutocrats at 
Washington crying to divert public attention 
while they steadily aggregate to themselves 
all the country's political powers and patron- 
age.

Baron Pirquet Finds Way to Detect 
Slight Trace of Malady. 


[BY CABL® TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

VIENNA, Sept. 28.—Baron Pirquet, whose 
report of an important discovery in the diag- 
nosis of tuberculosis to the medical congress 
here attracted considerable attention, has 
given the following additional details of his 
experiment: 

** Hitherto Koch's tuberculin has been in- 
jected and the usual effect in a patient in ad- 
vanced tuberculosis has been a dangerously 
high temperature. My method of using 
Koch's tuberculin is not as an injection, but 
as vaccination. I allow some drops of it to 
fall on the patient’s skin and a small portion 
to penetrate through atiny scratch. When 
the individual is free from tuberculosis there 
is no reaction, but if not a tiny inflammation 
is set up at the vaccinated spot, by means of 
which the presence of tuberculosis is abso- 
lutely established. Any danger of infection 
through vaccination is excluded, as the tuber- 
culin contains no living bacilli. 


Value of Early Diagnosis. 


„My method is not meant as @ cure or pre- 
ventive, but as a diagnosis in the earliest 
stage of the dis: ase, especially in the case of 
children. It is of the,greatest value in med- 
ical inspection of schools, orphan homes, 
and barracks. Affected domestic animals 
will be detected and separated. Tha separa- 
tion of affected and unaffected adults may be 
difficult to carry out thoroughly, but it is 
easier in schools and orphan asylums and is 
of the greatest importance both for the 
healthy and tainted. If the tuberculosis is 
detectable at the beginning the possibility of 
a cure is increased sixfold.”

Municipal Disinfection Fails. 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 

PARIS, Sept. 28.—Municipal disinfection to 
prevent the spréad of tuberculosis is de- 
clared to be unreliable by Ernest Moreau, 
‘member of the Paris municipal council, inan 
exhaustive report on the subject. Moreau 
asserts the disinfection of rooms wherein 
cases of infectious diseases are secured often 
proves complete failure because the in- 
habitants of the apartment or house, imagin- 
ing the process has secured them against 
infection, immediately abandon precautions 


and resume the use of disinfected premises’ 


too soor. 

The cost of the municipal disinfection serv- 
ice has risen enormously and the results are 
almost negative. The only practical plan is 
to instruct all children in the elementary 
schools in the principles of hygiene and oth- 
erwise educate the masses in these matters. 
Legal powers to destroy houses that admit- 
tedly have become hotbeds of disease are 
required, Moreau gays, and he also recom- 
mends the establishing of a fund to assist 
small landlords to put their premises in a 
sanitary condition and accustom the public 
to demand a certificate by a sanitary in- 
spector before renting apartments.

BERLIN, Sept. 28.—Siegfried Rossow, a 
young Berlin bookkeeper, was married a few 
days ago, and with his bride had decided to 
seek his fortune in America. They found, 
however, that all the steerage places had 
been allotted in the steamer they had se- 
lected for the voyage, and because they had 
not enough money to pay for second class 
tickets they decided to commit suicide,

Ruler Not Expeeted to Give Up Big 
' Revenues Without Struggle. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 
LONDON, Sept. 28.—Reports from Brussels 
indicate the likelihood of a bitter struggle 
between the king and partiament over the 
question of the annexation of the Congo. 
Leopold holds strong cards and may be 
counted upon to play them. Whatever the 
chamber ultimately decides about annexa- 
tion, he himself will not be out of pocket. 
The secret transfer was reported tn these 
dispatches several weeks ago of the domain 
of the crown to a company of men of straw. 
The London Times editorially describes it as 
another striking illustration of the contempt 
Léopold holds for public opinion. 


See Politics in Plan. 

“The inclusion of a foreigner, Forkel, 
among the concessionnaires,’’ says the Times, 
“was undowbtedly intended to sefve the same 
purpose as the inclusion of Thomas F. Ryan 
among the principals of the Société Forest- 
lere et Miniére, the constitution of which 
startled the Belgium public last November.“ 

Besides, this transfer card was kept up 
his sleeve as long as possible. The king holds 
another strong trump in the fact that one of 
the two commissions sitting in Brussels to 
consider annexation is his majesty’s thick 
and thin supporters. This is a so-called com- 
mittee of eight, four of whose members were 
selected by Leopold in his constitutional ca- 
pacity as king of the Belgians and four in 
his autocratic capacity as sovereign of the 
Congo. It is held to be a foregone conclusion 
that the royal nominees will oppose anything 
contrary to royal desires which a suspicious 
world insists on considering is directed to- 
ward the personal benefit of Leopold rather 
than the good of humanity. 


Will Submit Proposals. 

The committee of eight is now sitting with 
closed doors elaborating on proposals which 
it is expected it will submit in about a tort- 
night’s time to the parliamentary commit- 
tee of seventeen, presenting the most di- 
vergent opinions to the chamber of dep- 
uties. A small majority of this committee 
desires to give the Belgians as complete con- 
trol over Congo finances as possible, and 
one ot its members, Beernaert, roundly de- 
nounced the proposal that the king be ac- 
corded a personal royal budget. Other mem- 
bers, however, are the king’s men, and will 
fight tooth and nail for him when the time 
comes to report upon the proposals for the 
transfer of the Congo free state to Hel- 
gium which are to be drawn up by the com- 
mittee of eight. 

The whole question will come before the 
chamber in November, and from the general 
trend of public opinion in Burope it is as- 
sumed that if Belgium herself falls to arrive 
at a satisfactory solution of the Congo prob- 
lem the powers signatory to the Berlin act 
will find it imperative to take energetic ac- 


tion.

Englishwomen Hastily Place Gems in 
Safety Vaults—Even Ameri- 
cans Uneasy.

They Make Claim That There Is Busi- 
ness Enough for All.

LONDON, Sept. 28.—Marconi’s inaugura- 
tion of his promised transatlantic wireless 
service for commercial work is awaited here 
with keenest interest. Representatives of the 
submarine cable companies in various pub- 
lished interviews maintain much the same 
position as they took when an announcement 
of tes transmission of the electric spark 
through 3,000 miles of air first startled the 
world. They admit the wonderful develop- 
ment of wireless telegraphy since then, but 
will not admit it 16 yet entering into serious 
competition with the older established sys- 
tem. 

The submarine cable companies claim that 
even if Marconi accomplished all he pre- 
dicts, it will be only equivalent to an addi- 
tion of a seventeenth cable to the sixteen al- 
ready in existence and that at best it can only 
handle a certain amount of business. 


Will Out Cable Rates. 


It is pointed out, however, that this seven- 
teenth “cable,” assuming it is successful in 
working, will be taking messages at less than 
half the rates charged by the submarine 
companies, and tnat, therefore, it will be al- 
ways fully occupied. It is also declared by 
the Marconi company here that a new sys- 
tem with merely two stations will be able 
to handle as much business as eight ordinary 
lines. To this argument the submarine com- 
panies vouchsafed no response other than re- 
iteration of the declaration that no reduction 
of rates would de four d necessary, where- 
upon Marconi’s London representative in- 
timated that the rates with which the wire- 
less service is to be inaugurated were suscep- 
tible of a reduction. 

Among the business men here there is a 
conviction that if Marcon! accomplishes 
what he promises the cable companies would 
{nevitably be forced to reconsider their post- 
tion. The head of a prominent firm whose 
cable tolls run into many thousands of dol- 
lars annually said he was hopeful of Mar- 
coni’s success, for he regarded the present 
rates as excessive. 


Competition Would Benefit All. 

A member of a stock exchange firm which 
ts one of the best patrons of the cable com- 
panies said he believed that Marconi’s sye- - 
tem, even if it were not immediately suc- 
cessful, would probeoly result in an even- 
tual break in the prices charged by existing 

anies.

The gross amount paid to the postoffice for

Ottawa, Ont., Sept. 28.—[Special.]—Mr. J. 
G. Bergeron, M. P. for Beauharnais, who

The fact that the negotiations for this treaty 
have been conducted throughout by the Ca- 
nadian ministers sent to Paris for the pur- 
pose, without the assistance of the British 
ambassador to. France, although with the 
knowledge and consent of the imperial au- 
thorities, has excited considerable comment 
on the other side of the Atlantic, and some of 
the British dailies have appeared to be almost 
panic stricken at what they consider a dan- 
gerous demonstration of independence of the 
mother country, evidently in complete igno- 
rance of the true situation. Canada has full 
tariff freedom and it was with the concur- 
rence of the British foreign office that the 
Canadian ministers negotiated personally 
with the French government. But, as one of 
the papers here, and an imperialist paper, 
too, candidly puts it: Since the last bound- 
ary award, a tenacious sentiment has de- 
veloped in Canada “against the British 
foreign office remaining a general clearing 
house for Canadian interests“ The signa- 
ture of the British ambassador at Paris is 
regarded as a mere form for the protection 
of Great Britain against any treaty engage- 
ments injurious to the mother country or 
against the general policy of the empire.

LONDON, Sept. 28.—After further consid- 
eration of the matter, the officers of ths 
Royal Irish Yacht club have decided, instead 
of sending a reply to the New York Yacht 
club today, to call a meeting of the Irish club 
for Oct. 2, at which the answer of the Am:r- 
ican club to Sir Thomas. Lipton’s recent 
challenge for the America cup, and what fur- 
ther action, if any, is necessary, will be fully 
considered.

PARIS, Sept. 28.—Reports from the depart- 
ments of the Rhone, Gard, and Vaer say 
that the rivers everywhere have overflown 
their banks, causing much distress, many of 
the inhabitants of the district being forced 
into seeking refuge in the upper parts of 
their houses.

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. Army’s Autumn Maneuvers. 
MOTOR CYCLE IS VALUABLE, 


Its Practicability Proved and Service 
Is to Be Enlarged. 


HANOVER, Sept. 28.—It is perhaps in 
questions of detail that the German army, 
as illustrated by the kaiser maneuvers which 
ended recently, most nearly approaches Brit- 
ish ideas of perfection. 

Each army, as well as the kaiser, hes a 
signal balloon, which looks like a gigan- 
tic sausage, and from which all the maneuver 
signals are flown, while it indicates the 
position of thecommander. Captive balloons 
for observation purposes were also used. 

During maneuvers and war the chief item 
of the soldier's diet consists of pea soup, the 
ingredients of which are compressed into a 
sausage shape; when potatoes are added 
it makes a tasty and most nourishing dish. 
Beer follows the army in huge barre! like 
carts, fitted with taps. 


Telegraphy Not a Success. 

Field telegraphy' seems to be overdone. 
Wires were stretched here, there, and every- 
where in the battlefield. The average rate 
of laying or taking up a line.is two miles an 
hour, the work being greatly facilitated by 
the avenues of fruit trees which. border all 
high roads and assume the role of telegraph 
posts. Field telephones, however, are not 
used to the same extent as in the British 
army. These were used only by the ar- 
tillery, for the purpose of observing the re- 
sult of fire, or for controlling firing fram a 
good place of observation. The heliographic 
apparatus to identify an unseen target was 
not a great success. Wireless telegraph ap- 
paratus was brought to the maneuvers, but 
seems not to have been used. Perhaps some 
portion was broken in transit. 

Other means of communication used con- 
sisted of forty-eight powerful motor cars, 
forty motor cyclists, and many ordinary 
eyclist orderlies. The motor cyclists are the 
best mounted troops in the German army, 
and did excellent work, seldom breaking 

own. The authorities intend next year 
greatly to increase their number, as well as 
that of the motor car corps. The ordinary 
Each battalion furnishes 
eight. They are brigaded into one company, 
The men wehe most unsuitably clothed 
and booted, and the machines were all of 
the fixed wheel pattern. 

Troops Do Much Shouting. 

The troops appear to have had much prac- 
tice in entraining, doing so swiftly, silent- 
ly, and well. If they adopted the entraining 
method on the battlefield it would make a 
great improvement, for at present there 
seems to be a great of shouting and 
chattering. The use of the whistle as a 
signal is practically unknown. 

Owing to the late harvest much damage 
was done to many fields of standing crops, 
and compensation to farmers, it is calcu- 
lated, may cost $125,000.

One million is an enormous number when 
one figures that each copy is a $1.50 novel or 
a work priced at 52 50 or more a volume. Yet 
this estimate is given me by one of London's 
greatest publishers. 

There are twenty important publishing 
houses in London. They are each averaging 
fully ten books. Giving these the normal 
edition of 5,000 copies each, you reach the 
million mark. 

The cheaper novels and publications will 
add to this total, of course, many hundreds of 
thousands, perhaps millions. But the ma- 


“jority of these will be reprints of the 25 and 


10 cent variety, which are just now so popu- 
lar with the publishing departments of mag- 
azines and newspapers. 

Unquestionably the 60 cent novel—the half- 


a-crown experiment—is as dead as a doornall. 


The reading public in England prefer to pay 
$1.50. It has paid this sum for many years 
and hates drastic changes and experiments. 

Among the notable novels will be found 
many by American writers. Elizabeth Rob- 
ins has two new books. Mrs. Hodgson. Bur- 
nett, Marion Crawford, and Mrs. Gertrude 
Atherton are also in the list. 

This month will see the latest books of An- 
thony Hope, Rider Haggard, the Castles, Gil- 
bert Parker, Crockett, Stanley Weyman, 
Barry Pain. Maurice Hewlett, Baroness von 
Hutten and other first flighters. 

An outstanding feature of the fall season 
will be the publication next month of Queen 
Victoria's Letters.“ The work is in three 
volumes and has been edited and compiled 
by Lord Esher and Mr. A. C. Benson. King 
Edward has personally revised the proofs. It 
may be remembered that an attempt was 
made to publish this remarkable work last 
year, but the king stopped it. He had found

Oharter a Liberal One. 

This instrument was liberal. providing that

Charles’ famous declaration from Breda 
that did so much to secure him the throne 
of England. 

This charter served as a constitution for 
180 years till 1845. During the war waged on 
charters by James II. this charter wae abro- 
gated by Sir Edmund Andros, but on his 
being deposed the old government was quiet- 
ly renewed under it, though a property quali- 
fication for suffrage was added in 1724.

Slowed Down by the Rain.

For low grade wheat here, 
however, the demand was poor and relatively 
lower prices were established. Outside mar- 
kets reported a fair demand, but did not send 
in any details. Local exporters said export 
bids were discouraging, especially from the 
continent. The export shipping demand 
seems to have fallen off sharply. Cash corn 
was about he lower early, but later turned 
weak and sold 1c lower, all varieties par- 
ticipating in the decline. Oats developed a 


much weaker tone, prices being le lower. 
The demand from the east was slow. Total 
sales here were 100,000 bu wheat-No. 2 red 
at e over mber c. 1. f. Buffalo, 120,000 
bu corn, and 135 bu oats. Seaboard sales 
were 192,000 bu wheat and’85,000 bu corn. 
Charters wére made for 100,000 bu wheat and

The big selling of wheat was headed by 
Logan-Bryan, Barrell, and Daggett, while 
Bartlett-Frazier and Armour brokers were 
moderate sellers. The first three named sold 
about 2,600,000 bu, Logan and Barrell selling 
about 1,000,000 each, and Daggett 500,000 
bu. Some of the selling was credited to New. 
York interests. Wrenn and Hulburd-War- 
ren bought early, but on the break the chief 
buying was by the pit element. Friedman, 
Comstock, ReQua Bros., Merritt, Wagner, 
and Logan-Bryan led the early selling of 
corn. Later Ware-Leland were good sellers, 
Wells, Roberts, ‘Wrenn, Love, and Lamson 
were on the buying side. Buckley, Shearson- 
Hammill, and Northern Grain sold oaats. 
Miner was a moderate buyer. Chapin-Ed- 
wards bought January pork early. Swift 
brokers bought October lard. Schwarz and 
Hately sold ribs. 


“A continuation of the recent good de- 
mand for the cash wheat will probably be 
sufficient to maintain prices at about the 
ruling level, and result in a broadening of the 
speculative interest, which will mean a 
higher level of prices ultimately,’ said W. 
H. Lake & Co. Por the present we do not 
believe there is a broad enough speculative 
market to maintain any advance of conse- 
quence, and anticipate only a good scalping 
market for some time to come.“ 


‘Flour orders are coming in as fast as we 
can handle them,’’ said B. A. Eckhardt. “A 
significant feature of the situation is the 
fact that shipping directions accompany 
practically every buying order. This would 
indicate that stocks are low. The milling 
and cash wheat situation does not present 
any weak features. We are doing quitea lit- 
tle export business. right along, but the 
bulk of the business is for domestic account. 


With barley selling at #00 per bu, oats 
in the 50s, and mill feeds commanding 
fancy prices, corn certainly looks to be 
the cheapest of all the grains,“ said Wrenn 
& Co. “With cash corn commanding stiff 
premiums over the December and May deliv- 
eries, the latter are in a logically safe posi- 
tion to warrant their purchase for ultimately 
higher prices.“ 


World's wheat shipments were estimated 
at 10,400,000 bu, against 12,768,000 bu a week 
ago, and 11,400,000 bu a year ago.

Renewed Liquidation and Bear

COPPERS AGAIN LEADERS. 


Amalgamated, Smelting, and Steel 
Shares Active and Weak. 


New York, Sept. 28.—[{Special.J—An ad- 
mixture of renewed liquidation and of ag- 
gressive operations for the short account, of 
debatable proportions, carried prices further 
downward in this morning’s stock market. 
the declines being from 1 to 3 points in most 
of the ‘active issues. Explicit explanations 
of the course of the market, aside from tech- 
nical reasons, were quite as deficient as was 
the case yesterday, unless recourse should 
be had te the threadbare “‘ arguments ” which 
have dene service for such a long time past. 

The London market also was heavy with 
special pressure apparent in the American 


department, and foreign houses were sellers 


here on balance on a fairly liberal scale. 

While the forecasts of the weekly bank 
statement pointed te a poor showing for that 
document, it did not appear to be the case 
that the prospect in question cut any special 
figure in the transactions in securities. Ad- 
vices relating to the agricultural situation 
were of a negative character and the grain 
market was heavy. Cotton, on the other 
hand, rose sharply. 

The weekly reports of the mercantile agen- 
cles upon the state of the country's trade 
Were satisfactory exhibits. The industrial 
and miscellaneous stocks were again weak, 
although not more conspicuously so than the 
railway shares. As usual, Amalgamated Cop- 
per, American Smelting, and the United 
States Steel stocks furnished the bulk of the 
transactions in that quarter. 

Conspicuous features of the railway list 
were Union and Southern: Pacific, Reading, 
St. Paul, the Hill stocks, and Atchison. The 
traction shares were neglected.

New York.—[Special Correspondence. ]— 
This is a sad September week for a writer 
who likes to describe Broadway's new stage 
last 
seven days I have seen Virginius flouted 
by the dramatic experts, and Ibsen's The 
Master Builder fail to interest other than 
Ibsenites, while Richard Carle’s latest non- 
sense in The Hurdy Gurdy Girl” is in- 
effectual with the rounders, and Ramsay 
Morris“ Under Suspicion’ doesn’t excite 
the groundlings. 


— § 

Good old Virginius,”’ the once awe in- 
spiring Virgzintus of Forrest and of that 
almost as good substitute for Forest, the 
robustly ranting McCullough, the once ven- 
erated Virginius is given to apathetic 
audiences, while the newspaper critics have, 
with several exceptions, denounced it as be- 
neath the contempt of 1907, and never pos- 
sibly deserving the praise bestowed on it 
when it was new in 1820. So James O'Neill's 
is almost surely America’s finel ‘‘ Virgin- 
jus,“ and if the noble Roman father is 
brought your way by him, kiss him a fond 
good- by, for you cannot expect ever to see 
him on the stage again. Edwin Forrest, at 
my last sight of him, was too gouty to tread 
the boards with satisfactory strides, but 
his voice still was a human lion's roar, and 


-go he sat in a chair to recite portions of 


% Virginius.’’ I recall that, there being no 
scenery, and one girl for a silent Virginia 
In leu of a company, Forrest seized an im- 
aginary knife from the butcher's stall that 
wasn’t there and slew the girl so appallingly 
that I shuddered at the sight. What is the 
matter with O’Neill’s acting of the same 
scene, that no one shook in his seat with 
emotion, so far as I could see, but many 
wriggied with tired inattention. ” 

What can O'Neill be thinking of, said 
an old timer, seeking for a fault to explain 
the impotency of the scene, after the cur- 
tain had gone down on it, to wrest a sword 
from the panderer, with which killingly to 
save the maid from delivery alive to the 
tyrant? For what did the author put a 
butcher’s stall in the scene but to provide 
a knife for Virginius to see and seize? If 
an actor fools that way with an author— 
well, he deserves what's coming to bim.“ 

Probably O'Neill saw what actors of class- 
ical roles ever are seeking, a chance to in- 
troduce new business by grabbing a re- 
sisting foe's sword instead of a casual 
butcher’s bladé, which has been good enough 
for a long line of tragedians. But that, 
of course, has nothing to do with the twixt- 
success-and-failure of O’Neill’s revival of 
“ Virginius.”” The lessened awesomeness of 
the loving murder must be due to the change 
in audiences within eighty-seven years— 
from Macready to O’Nelll—gnd not to the 
use of a knife instead of a sword. I met 
the old timer again on my way out, after 
the play had ended with Virginius’ maniacal 
choking to death of Appius.

* Dreadfully.“ That word seemed to have 
extra meaning as applied to McCullough’s 
ranting. Next day I hunted in the penny 
slot shows till I found a phonograph labeled, 
“The Ravings of John McCullough,’”’ and 
listened again to some one’s remarkably 
close imitation of the tragedian’s frenzied 
apeech accompanying Virginius’ strangula- 
tion of Appius. Thereby I found two rea- 
sons for O’Nelill’s curtailment of the scene. 
He knows his lack of the Forrest-McCul- 
lough power of lungs, and he believes that, 
anyway, New Yorkers of today would deem 
such ranting ridiculous. To sum up Broad- 
way’s disrespect for “ Virginius,” it comes 
of the stage’s shift from artificiality to nat- 
uralnese. We still admire such of Shaks- 
peare’s plays as are works of genius, but 
not Knowles’ verse that is not poetry,

But if New York won't admire the the- 
atricism of Knowles’ old style “‘ Virginius,” 
why doesn’t it get enthusiastic over the 
literalism of Ibsen? We have this week the 
ret other than merely occasional perform- 
ance of The Master Builder,“ and it causes 
no agitation. One might have taken the 
first performance for an intense though’ sub- 
dued session of the international peace con- 
ference at The Hague. There were a Rus- 
gian actress and a Norwegian actor; then, 
too, there was an Englishman, and an Irish- 
American from Brooklyn, who never had 
acted in his native land till then. This 
was an occasion for Ibsen faddists and Nazi- 
mova adulators. Alla Nasimova is on the 
top wave of fervid favor. To the ultra- 
fashionable and those intense folk who live 
in the atmosphere of studios and Beethoven 
hase che can do no wrong. It seems more 
interesting to watch, with impatient eyes, 
just what she did do, and let The Master 
Bullder drag along in its way, untouched 
and unfathomed. Mr. Ibsen doubtless knew 
what he meant in this flux of symbolism, but 
Mr. Ibsen is dead and the key to the puzzle 
lost with him. 
Peter Dailey used to ask a riddle to which 
the obvious answer was “An ostrich,”’ but 
that the question said the creature “ barked 
like a dog.” Peter explained that he put in 
the part about barking like a dog just to 
make the riddle harder to guess.” Any of us

Mrs. Nazimova gave an uncommonly good 
performance in The Master Builder ’’ two 
years ago; that of last Monday night might 
be called positively bad. een intelligence, 
the fine shades of expression, the infinite sub- 
tlety of highly developed art in acting were in 
both; but the first was in Russian, while 
thts was m English. None of the Russian 
woman's English is plain, and some of it is 
unintelligible.

“Did you ever stop to think of what be- 
comes of the $2 that a theatergoer plunks 
down for his ticket?’ asked the press agent 
with the statistical turn of mind of the near 
dramatic critic who had called to ask for 
some passes. 

Nope,“ said the near dramatic critic, 1 
never figured that out; didn't even know the 
tickets cost 52.“ | 

Well,“ went on the press agent, in the 
first place the gross receipts are divided be- 
tween the scempany and the house. The 


house gets 85 per cent and the company 65 
per cent, The house management has to pay 


} all the expense of maintaining the house, 


including rent, heat, light, decorations, and 
help. The first four items amount approxi- 
mately to $1,000 a week in a theater like 
the Grand or the Colonial, where the gross 
receipts run about $18,000 weekly when the 
attraction is a good one. This means, then, 
that slightly more than 11 cents out of each 
$2 bill that goes in at the box office must be 
used to cancel these bills. 

Ot the help employed the business mana- 
ger draws the largest salary, usually about 
$100 a week. Of the $2 he gets a little more 
than 1 cent. Next to him is the treasurer 
and his two assistants. The treasurer gets 
$50 per and the assistants $25 each, or a half 
and a quarter of a cent, reapectively, of the 
$2. The advertising man draws $50 weekly 
and his assistants, including a squad of bill 
posters, about $25 each. Then there is the 
house electrician and property man at $50 
a week each, and a half dozen stage hands, 
or “props’’ as they are called. Down in 
the cellar there is an engineer and fireman 
at $25 a week for each one. Out in front is 
the street man, who helps the women out 
of their carriages. He gets $10 a week in 
salary and $100 or.so in tips, which do not 
figure in this calculation. Then there is the 
doorman at $10 a week and a head usher at 
the same price, .The spot light men, of whom 
there are six in all well organized houses, 
get $1 for each performance. In the ladies’ 
cloakroom there is a matron at $10 a week 
and a smallicorps of water boys at $3 a week 
for each one.“

“What part of that $2 do the water boys 
get?“ interrupted the near dramatic critic 
as he fumbled in his vest pocket to make 
sure that his passes still were there. 

At $38 a week each boy would get one 
six-thousandth of the total weekly revenue, 
went on the press agent. According to that 
his share of each 32 bill would be a fraction 
mors than one-three hundredth. In other 
words, if the water boy took a notion that he 
would like to buy a stick of chewing gum he 
would have to wait until thirty-four of the 
best seats in the house were sold before he 
would have the n2cessary penny. 

But without further considering the 
water boy we wijl pass to the company. The 
company, you remember, gets 65 per cent of 
«the total receipts. Out of this must come ths 
salary of the star or stars, which, in the case 
of Montgomery and Stone or Victor Moore, 
for instance, amounts to $1,000 a week each. 
That means, then, that out of each §2 ticket 
sold for the Rad Mill’ the stars get nearly 
23 cents. After the stars come the various 
speaking parts— leads,’ they call, them, 
They run all the way from $50 to 6300 a week. 
And then there are the chorus girls, who g3t 
$20 each for every week they work. You 
can figure it out easily that each chorus girl 
is enriched by a little more than 2 mills when- 
aver a $2 ticket Is sold. 

The company, like the house, has to carry 
an electrician, property man, three or four 
stage hands and a woman or two to look after 
the wardrobes. Besides this the company 
has to pay the orchestra and asthis amounts 
to $1,500 a week it can be seen that the mu- 
sicians have ite a cut in on the 32.“ 

Where does the author of the play come 
in?“ asked the near dramatic critic. 

Nod that is where a lot of people make a 
mistake,“ continued the press agent. The 
author gets nothing until every other item of 
expense is paid. It usually is understood that 
the author gets a percentage and that he has 
the biggest snap of them all. He does get a 
percentage, but his percentage comes out of 
the net receipts. Until every other bill 
been met he does not figure. Een the 
postage stamps must be bought and the bs 
for excess baggage must be paid before the 
author gets his. Then if there is anything 
left he gets all the way from 1 to 5 per cent. 
Henry Blossom, who wrote The Red Mill,“ 
gets 5 per cent of the net receipts and that 
play has been so successful that his comm|]s- 
sions amount to close on to 6300 a week. That 
gives him 6 cents out of each $2 bill that goes 
over the counter at the box offlce.“ 

“I guess, after all, that the managers get 
the biggest bit,“ said the near dramatic critic, 
as he lighted the cigar with which the press 
agent had prefaced their conversation.

shows don’t take in $18,000 a week,“ said the 
press agent; and that there aren't fifty-two 
weeks in the theatrical year. Besides, there 
are a lot of theatergoers who don't buy $2 
seats when they go to a show.“

Go to Bed Early? 


Much unjust criticism has been directed 
against chorus girls because of their habit 
ot remaining out late at night. At least the 
girls say it is unjust and surely they are en- 
titled to a voice in the matter. 

The frolicsome lassies who play havoc with 
the front row baldheads, and some others, 
argue that the term late hour is only 
comparative. Whether any hour is late, they 
say, depends wholly on where you start from 
in reckoning your day, A chorus girl goes 
to work at 7 o'clock in the evening, except 
On matinée or rehearsal day, when her du- 
ties begin at noon.

_“ The criticism is ridiculous,” said Marion 
Coburn, one of the show girls now’ playing 
here in a musical comedy. Just because 
we chorus girls have no other time except 
the early hours of the morning for our fun 
and recreation, a lot of respectables must 
5 dees eyebrows when we are mentioned 
N presence. What would the 
do, I should like to know? There io notes 
ing going on in the morning and in the aft- 
ernoon we either are rehearsing or playing a 
matinée performance, The only chance then 
for us to have a little fun is at night, after we 
are through work. 1 

The only places open at that time are 
the restaurants. In these restaurants liquors 
are sold and as the buffet tenders in these 
places have learned how to make the most 
tantalizing and delightful mixures, how can 
you blame the chorus girls, noted, according 
to the reformers, for their weak minds, for 
being susceptible to them? 

Eight hours’ work, eight hours’ sleep, and 
eight hours’ play. That is what the physi- 
cians recommend to those who would enjoy 
health. As the chorus girl must work on 
most days as long as ten or twelve hours, and 
as she must sleep in the morning, if at all, it 
is ¢nly natural and right that che should 
rave the wee small hours for her pleasure 
sceking. 

It those who are given to complaining 
about the late hours of the chorus girlies will 
bend their efforts toward making it possi- 
Lie for plays to begin in the morning, like 
other work, they will find that chorus girls 
wii) hie away to dreamland at an hour deemed 
respectable by girls in more genteel, if less 
fascinating pursuits.“

Now it seems that 
the gradual disappearnce of the frontiers of the divers European states 
will be hastened by the arrival of the aerial navigator. 


a Wireless telegraphy seems to have arrived in time to effect a free 


traverse of the air. No doubt there will be aerostatic parks where the 
aerial craft will embark and public places where they will alight. 
There will be stations with guards. Private stations will be among the 
privileges of fortune, 

It is certain that from the physiological and therapeutic point of 
view life in the open air will win out. Although the dirigible balloons, 
like any other, will be means of transport and not sanitariums, never- 
theless people will become accustomed: to breathe 
more freely and of purer air, and the effect can- 
not but be noticed in materia medica. New 
methods, new processes will be the result of 
aerial navigation. Aerial voyages wil be car- 
ried on at 5,000 or 6,000 feet above the earth, 
free from dust and microbes and the general dis- 
tempers of the earth. Health and vitality 
among human beings cannot but gain thereby. 

The generations yet to be born will see a 
social transformation incomparably more mo- 
mentous than that which ensued upon the in- 
stallation of railways, not only from the view- 
point of commercial traffic, but also from the 
social points of view of every variety.

Coaches Are Down to the Point 


of Arranging Lineup of 
the Teams. 


BIG THREE IN THE LEAD. 


Minnesota, Michigan, and Chi- 
cago Seem a Bit Better 
Along than Others.

With practically all of the available ma- 
terial and the advance delegation of students 
on the side lines, making it look like mid- 
season practice, the candidates for the vari- 
ous university teams held their first signal 
Practice in a manner that brought expres- 
sions of satisiaction from the spectators.

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SQUIRES OUT IN 19. ROUNDS 


Australian Is Put Away by Jack 
(„Twin“) Sullivan. 


FIGHT IS HELD IN COLMA.- 


Little Imprevement in Form Shown 
by the Antipodean. 


San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 28.—[Special.J— 
In a twenty-five round fight at Colma this 
afternoon between Bill Squires of Australia 
and Jack (Twin) Sullivan of Boston, Sulli- 
van knocked out Squires in the early part of 
the nineteenth round. He dropped Squires 
three times with a hard left gnd right to the 
mouth and jaw, and the third time Squires’ 
seconds threw up the sponge, as it was evi- 
dent their man was all in. ö 

The betting was at even money just before 
the fight, and considerable sums were 
wagered. Bob Evans of the United States 
navy and Jack Johnson challenged the win- 
ner. 

Time was called at 3:16, both men looking 
in fine condition, though Squires loomed up 
much larger than Jack, and had a longer 
reach. The first round demonstrated that 
Squires had no class. He rushed his man, 
trying to land with an awkward left to the 
body and rights to the head. But Jack 
blocked him easily, although he seemed 
afraid of the Australian’s superior strength. 
This timidity weber, Fe from seizing 
several good openings ‘which Squires gave 
him. — 


Squires Overlooks a Chance. 


Up to the sixth round honors were even, 
Squires landing several stiff blows to the 
body and drawing blood from Sullivan’s nose 
and right eye. Squires almost had Sullivan 
out in this round, but Jack stalled and re- 
cuperated, and in the next round he had 
Squires groggy from hard lefts to the mouth, 
which bled freely. 

The eighth and ninth were Squires’ rounds, 
but he showed no generalship and failed to 
use his superior strength. From this time to 
the end Sullivan had all the advantage. He 
showed great class in keeping off Squires’ 
awkward rushes and he hammered the Au- 
stralian mercilessly with hard lefts to the 
stomach and straight left jabs to the face. 


Eighth Round IS Brisk. 


There was plenty of slugging in the eighth 
round, which made the crowd entltusiastic. 
The Australian landed one hard smash to 
Sullivan’s jaw and followed it with a right 
uppercut. Both men were fighting hard on 
the ropes and in the mixup Squires came up 
bleeding from the mouth, as a result of a stiff 
left hand wallop. As soon as they were free 
the Australian chased Twin until they 
fell into a clinch, from which Referee Roche 
separated them. The Antipodean punished 
Sullivan severely in the last half minute’s 
fighting. 

Squires was the aggressor in the next ses- 
sion, chasing his man and landing left und 
right punches to the ribs. Sullivan seemed 
contented to go along sidwly, but did some 
good work in the clinches, slipping over left 
and right uppercuts to the jaw. As they 
broke from a clinch Squires put a hard right 
to the body and a left to the face, and in re- 
turn received a clout on the stomach. 


Tenth Session a Corker. 

The tenth round was one of the hottest of 
the fight. Squires soaked Jack on the ribs 
with his left and Twin” retaliated with 
lefts and rights to the face. The Australian 
rushed his man to the ropes and while at 
close quarters Suilivan put a left to Bill's 
stomach. Both men landed blows to the 
face in rapid fashion. The fusiliade had its 
effect, for both were bleeding badly when 
the gong sounded, Twin's left eyebrow 
being cut. 

Sullivan opened the eleventh session with 
a left to the mouth, and in return Bill planted 
a left on Sullivan's sore eye. During a mix- 
up at the ropes Squires slipped and went to 
his knees, and when he arose Jack chased 
him to a corner and fired away with both 
left and right to the face. Squires looked to 
be in distress, but not for long, fer he forced 
Sullivan across the ring, while the latter's 
seconds touted him to look out for the Aus- 


tralian’s punch.

Squires preferred 
fighting in the open and in the sixteenth round 
he again slipped to the floor. He tripped on 
a bad spot in the ring, and when he looked 
to see the cause Sullivan sent two left hooks 
to the face. The blows did damage. Squires 
began to show weariness in the seventeenth 
and was palpably tired in the eighteenth. 

When the nineteenth began Squires tore in 
in an effort to land a knockout punch. He 
swung with both hands, but Twii backed 
away and then came back with a pair of 
stinging lefts to the face. A hard hook fol- 
lowing sent Squires to the floor bleeding 
from the mouth and he took the count of 
nine. Sullivan was wary and after chasing 
him to the ropes knoeked him down with 
another left. The Australian took another 
nine count before he got to his feet. He 
was unsteady, but game to the core. He 
tried to raise his arms to protect himself 
when“ Twin slammed over another left 
to the chin, once more dropping Bill. Again 
Squires arose, but his seconds knowing he 
was beaten heaved the sponge into the ring, 
ending the fight. 


6 Squires Shows Gameness. 


The fight showed one thing, and that was 
that Squires is poss:ssed of gameness even 
if he is not a clever fighter. After the fight 
he declared that he seemed to have lost his 
old punch and that he had been beatan fairly. 

Sullivan praised his opponent for his game- 
ness and asserted the Australian could beat 
Champion Tommy Burns despite the result 
of their recent fight. Twin also said that 
he would not stop in his efforts to secure a 
match with the champion.

„ recall that Mr. Field once asked me 
what was the one greatest quality in a suc- 
cessful man of business, and I that 
he wasn’t wholly impressed with my reply, 
A well directed nerve.’ But I believe my 
answer was right. There is no stretch along 
the road to a business success which doesn’t 
call for courage enough in a man to back his 
judgment. He may have all the judgment 


necessary in any question's solution, but if 
he hasn't the nerve to back his judgment 
with his money he never will be a business 
man. 

“It has deen brought home to me many 
times how effectively and satisfactorily a 
man may handle the money of an employer 
for years, exerting his own initiative and 
judgment, and yet when he goes into business 
for himself, lose all the initiative which made 
him a success as ep emoployé and prove him- 
self a failure. 

„ There are men who are unable to work 
for themselv. They are incapable of hold- 
ing themselves to the houre which their 
own business requires.

It crops up in & 
hundred forms. It requirés courage for the 
business man to tell the truth, yet without 
truth and honesty behind it the good will of 
@ business is worth nothing. It requires 
courage in the business man to make a busi- 
ness move. The move may be a mistake and 
it requires still more courage for him to take 
to cover.

Pleased Customer Best Asset. 

It requires the \highest courage to say 
No in so many cases where ‘No’ is the 
only reply, and still more courage may be 
required for the man to hold to t. It requires 
courage for the man to listen to a complain- 
ing customer and to admit frankly and gen- 
erously that his house has been wholly in the 
wrong. Yet one of the most insistent and in- 
sidious ills that afflict business today is that 
dissatisfied customer who has been turned 
away still dissatisfied. 

„There is no element of courage in busi- 
ness more necessary than this courage to 
treat with the complaining customer. The 
honest, valuable customer does not complain 
until he is aggrieved, materially or in hisown 
fancy. But in either case he is entitled to a 
prompt hearing. Evasiveness in treating 
with euch a man is the worst tack that the 
business man can take. It leaves the cus-

All Flavors Much Improved. 


The improvement in flavors has been great. 
Take it in peppermint candies aione; there is 
a great Improvement in these over the old 
days of the lozenge and wafer, which nine 
times out of ten had a woody, choky flavor, 
much unlike that of the peppermint pastes 
and patties of today. 

It would be a long if not an Impossibie task 
to find just how many kinds of candy are 
manufactured in the United States. Every 
day old kinds are being thrown out and new 
ones introduced. Not one of the heads of 
the best stores in Chicago; when interviewed 
on the subject, could tell how many kinds 
they manufactured and carried, and there 
wae a wide difference in the estimates given. 

The manager of one of the big old houses 
with a large retail and jobbing trade, includ- 
ing everything in the candy line from the 
penny goods to the finest chocolates. and 
bonbons, knew that they had had as many as 
three thousand varieties. 

Each Ananufacturer for the wholesale trade 
has h own series and brands, and each has

Namerous Kinds of Dainties. 

So many different combinations of cocoas, 
creams, sugars, nuts, fruits, and fruit juices 
and easences are possible that one kind of 
candy alone may haye fifty varieties.. There 
are more than a dosen different ways of put- 
ting up that standard confection, the Jordan 
almond, The varieties of bonbons, creams, 
nougats, jellies, marshmallows, pastes, 
drops, and kisses are many. Ard then there 
are the chips, sticks, bars, straws, wafers, 
candied nuts and fruit, and the molasses 
confections, 

The perfumed candies, the crystallized rose 
and violet leaves, and gums filled with 
liqueurs are the furthest out of the general 
trade, while some of the old fashioned hard 
goods, because of their keeping qualities, 
maintain their place as first in quantity man- 
ufactured. Counting all the kinds from the 
motto and kindergarten and hundreds of 


penny shapes “to the very finest and most ex- 


pensive confections made, it is within reason 
to say that from 8,000 to 5,000 kinds of candy 
are manufactured in Chicago. 

Everybody eats candy. Probably 10, 000 
pounds is consumed at matinées each week. 
Even the father of a family goes to the the- 
ater armed with a box of candy. It used 
twenty years ago to be considered bad man- 
ners to eat anything in public, but now— 
well, the habit is all but universal.

Now Served as Dessert. 

Candies are served for dessert or at the end 
of a meal to meet the acquired habit of hay- 
ing just a bite more. The other social 
uses of confectionery are many. Business 
men eat candy. Thousands, of them have 
the bag-in-the-pocket habit. Country people 
eat candy. They buy it. with their soap ar- 
ders, they send to their favorite mail order 
house for it, they buy it at the nearest cities 
or at the home store. 

The old fashioned row of jars of stick 
candy on a shelf beside the ealicoes has given 
place in the country store to a full stocked 
showcase. A store at a country cross roads 
in New England opened up lest year in com- 
petition with the two general merchandise 
stores of the place has won out because it 
makes a specialty of dy. 

Candy is sold with almost every kind of 
merchandise, from drugs to millinery. Some 
of the best business corners in Buffalo and 
Boston are occupied by stores having great 
piles of mussy candies in the windows which 
somebody must buy. At every popylar re- 
sort in the United States candy is sold by the 
pail or barrel. Every railway station of any 
size has a candy and news stand. Hotels 
sell candies, but the first thing hundreds of 
travelers do upon reaching Chicago is to tel- 
ephone to their favorite store for a box of 
candy. The mails, the express, the messen- 
ger boys are the carriers of candy in large 
quantities. The young man who under- 
stands the ijne art of making himself an ac- 
ceptable caller is the purveyor of the box of

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Well Written Letters Secure Positions; 
Character of Applicant Shown in Notes.

N 19 over some letters of applica- 
tion for a position the other day I had 
occasion to wonder how- many of tle un- 
employed considered the vital importance 
of their answer to a promising ad. From 


the perusal ot thirty or forty written ap- 


plicktions I was forced to say not many. 

Few people realize how character is re- 
vealed in a letter. Let it He long or short, 
written in flowery language or.couched in 
modest terms, it just as surely tells the up to 
date employe? what he most wants to know 
namely: the ability of the man. Some one 
will say that there is not much chance to 
show your ability in a letter of application. 
But there is, most decidedly. A man who can 
write a fine letter, interesting, in good form, 
and above all tell the employer all he wants 
to know, is not so common as might be 
imagined. 

Many persons wonder why the advertiser 
does not put his name and address in the 
paper instead of making it necessary for the 
applicant to write to him through the paper 
in which the notice appears. There are quite 
a fewer s for this. The employer does 
not want to be bothered interviewing a score 
of people he knows he does not want. By

the letter method he ie enabled to pick his 
men. Sometimes he does not care to have 
the man whose successor he is advertising 
for know of his plans. But above all he 
knows that character and ability are to a 
great extent revealed in a letter. 

A proprietor of a Small downtown store 


advertised recently for an experienced sales- © 


man. One of the answers he received was 
a typical letter of application. Hisadvertise- 


ment asked the applicant to state his age, 


experience, and salary expected. The letter 
started off without any date or heading ex- 
cept Dear Ar.“ Then it went on in a ram- 
bling strain, stating various experiences in 
the business. The applicant stated what sale 
ary he wanted andthe reasons why he want- 
that amount. He ended abruptly, evi- 
dently because he was at the end of the 
sheet of paper, by etating hie age. His ad- 
dress was squeezed in at the bottom of the 
page. Needless to say he did not get the posi- 
tion, while the man who did get it, although 
cemanding a much larger salary besides com- 
mission, wrote such a concise, dignffied, busi- 
nesslike letter that the employer was, as he 
himself expressed it, just forced to give 
it to him.“

In writing an application remember three 
things: First, use good paper; secon, write 
neatly and clearly; and, third, giye all the 
information asked and give it concisely and 
to the point. Use good paper even if you 
have to go out and buy a sheet of paper and 
an envelope for 5 cents—it may mean a posi- 
tlan for you. Only write on one side of the 
sheet unless it is*note paper, when all sides 
may be written upon. A good idea is to cut 
the advertisement neatly from the paper 
and paste it at the head of your letter. Then 
be sure to put your address and the date 
at the top of the letter and begin your letter 
by referring to the above advertisement. Al- 
ways remembering to write clearly and 
neatly, answer all questions asked in as few 
words as possible, giving all the information 
desired. Do not end by saying that you hope 
you will get the job; but it is perfectly per- 
missible to ask for an early reply. 

Always keep in mind the importance of the 


letter you are writing and don’t get careless. 


In closing let me give this one piece of ad- 
vice: If you are not perfectly sure yourself 
of the correctness of your letter give it to 
some one who you know Is a good writer and 
let him correct it.

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_ Wormosa’s camphor forests are big enough 
to supply the world for a hundred years or 
i more, for the Japanese plant 
Camphor a new tree for every one cut 
Making down. They are gradually 
ormosa working into the best cam- 
mF phor forests, which lie in dis- 
puted territory. In a camphor camp up in 
the mountains the whole air is pervaded by 
the characteristic odor. Trees about four 
feet in diameter are felled and sawn longi- 
tudinally. Two men with adzes are at each, 
cutting off six inch chips to feed the retorts 
of the camphor stills. The stills are heated 
by a slow fire. The vapor given off passes 
dy a tube into a cooling box partially im- 
mersed in water, where the sublimated cam- 
phor condenses in snowlike crystais. The 
chips are renewed every twenty-four hours, 
and every eighth day the fire is put out and 
the crystals removed from the box. The 
crude product then is dumped into vats fur- 
‘nished with holes for drainage, and beneath, 
fm vessels placed for the purpose, is gath- 
ered the yellow camphor oil. The camphor 
itself still contains some oil, and is conveyed 
to a refining factory, whence it goes to Ja- 
pan for more elaborate treatment. The 
crude camphor is dried, heated, and evap- 
orated. The Formosan savages are violent 
against intrusion, and oblige Japan to pay 
@ real blood toll for the camphor. To those 
who know the Formosan camphor trade, with 
its dangers, the little blocks of fragrant drug 
are invested with a real and tragic interest, 
and when it is announced that the price of 
€amphor has risen, it. is as if the semi- 
trahsparent little cakes were sensitized with 
telepathic power, vibrant with the intima- 
tion of tragedy. Formosa has a rugged 
backbone of rugged mountains, with Mount 
Morrison towering to a height of 12,000 
feet. Throughout the penetralia of these 
ranges lurk a number of warlike tribes de- 
voted to hunting, fishing, fighting, and par- 
ticularly the collection of human heads. 


Coalite is newer than coal, and it is said 
fo be better. When coal is burned in the 
ordinary domestic furnace a 
considerable amount of Extracting 
smoke is produced, owingto the Smoke 
incomplete combustion. This from Coal. 
emoke, instead of being 
‘wasted, might be made to yield gas suitable 
for lighting or power, tar, with the various 
oils which may be made from it, and sulphate 
of ammonia. The makers of coalite claim 
to effect these results by abstracting the 
smoke from the coal before it is supplied for 
domestic purposes, the residue being a fuel 
which is easily lit, gives out no smoke, and 
durns with a certain amount of cheerful 
flame. These claims have been substantiat- 
ed by practical experiments, and large fac- 
teries are being prepared to cope with the 
@emand which is expected to arise for the 
mew fuel when its advantages become known. 
Further tests of coalite with steam boilers 
-have proved satisfactory as far as they 
have gone, and it seems possible that the 
production of smoke in large towns eventual- 
ly may be prevented by the use of the new 
coal.

„ Chittenden says that in any diet worthy

terms the prominent dieteticsin. Underfeed- 
fing has its perils, but is rare. Dr. Chitten- 
den took thirteen men of the hospital corps 
of the United States army and submitted them 
to a course of diet for six months. The men 


were under military discipline throughout the 


experiment. The food administered to each 
Was of known composition. The weight of 
pProteid injected was known. This amount 
gradually was reduced. The amount of food 
was kept at such a volume as to insure each 
man enough to eat. The bodily weights of 
the Individuals remained unaltered, prac- 
tically. But the muscular tone and the mus- 
eular strength showed a surprising increase. 
Eight university students were subjects of 
‘the second series of experiments. During 
their five months of dieting the proteids 
were reduced more than half. All showed 
‘gains in muscular power.

Why does the genuine worker, who shoul- 
ders the heavy toil of the city’s neede and 
trade, resort tovstimulants? Here are some 
of the answers received from employers, 
heads of departments, and observing workers 
themselves: : 

Inimoderate users ‘ot t lack bal - 
ance. They are Untweisnte „ In the 
world’s workshop, ‘with ‘no true and worthy 
ambition. Healthy: interest in 48 usually is 
lacking. ’ 

They, have been seme dedi the struggle for 
advancement and have given up hope. They 
care little what happens hence they will sac- 
rifice future for present good. ; 

Many workers are cursed with tempera- 
ments. They etther are too much elated or 
too much depressed at their toll. An unkind 
word from the boss or a fancied slight 
will make. them take a night out with the 
boys to drown,terrows which should not be 
olassed as sorrows at all. 

Overwork ot all kinds. 

Lack of proper nutrition. It is said with 
much evident truth that if the body does not 
get proper food there will be a constant 
craving for some artificial stimulant. This 
of course mainly applies to the vast army 
of workers who earn an uncertain wage of 
between $1.50 and. $2 per day. Many men also 
are sad to be promised work which will 
last for several days or a week and are 
thrown out of their jobs after working for a 
few hours. The result is that the unfortu- 
nate laborer is strongly temptedito drown his 
disappointment im the flowing bowl. 

- „ 
Certain Work Is Monotonous. 

Chief among the causes for excessive use 
of stimulants is said to be the deadly monot- 
ony of some kinds of work. Billers of all 
kinds are alleged to indulge more or less 
freely in stimulants. Day laborers, truck 
drivers, porters, freight handlers, packers, 
etc., constitute the pillars of perhaps 30 per 
cent of the city’s saloons. The craving for 
some excitement, the desire to forget the 
wearisome grind, is overwhelming. , 

The surroundings of the worker also have 
much to do with the question of stimulants. 
Anybody who ever has passed much time in 
going around the stock yards’ district at 
night will have been impressed with the 
amazingly gloomy atmosphere which pre- 
vails everywhere in the streets. The most 
buoyant mortal cannot but feel depressed. 
The homes of many workers are ex- 
tremely wretched. In hundreds of places a 
few sticks of furniture and a scanty supply 
of cooking utensile with a pitifully small and 
cheap wardrobe make up the sum 
total of the contents of the house. Is it 
little marvel that the toilers dislike to spend 
their evenings amid such sursoundings? 

Anything that will tend to improve the 
physical surroundings of workers surely in 
the main will help to decrease drunkenness. 

Thousands of men cannot get the following 
fact into their heads: an alcoholic stimu- 
lant merely is a draft on future strength. 


The draft must as surely be net by the sys- 


tem later, as a draft on a bank has to be met 
by the drawer. The only good that a drug 
does is that it gives the weakened system 
some of tomorrow's strength in the hope 
that a few hours later the body will be strong 
‘enough not to miss that borrowed vitality. 

The trouble with nearly every Hving man 
ig that he thinks somehow or other he is an 
exception to the rules that govern the rest 
of his fellows. Most men believe that they 
are different to everybody else. Thisstrange 
conceit causes thousands of men to bankrupt 


themselves of nerve and financial capital

EATING hotels is not the easy game

In the old 
days the man who wanted to beat the hotel- 
keeper out of a few days’ board and lodging 
had nothing more to do than to register, like 
other guests, eat three meals per as long 
as he cared to stay, sleep on a feather bed 
at night, and then, at the conclusion of his 
visft, take the first train out of the city and 
stay away until the hotelkeeper forgot what 
he looked like. But all that has been changed. 
Those were the days before hotelkeepers had 
a mutual orgahization for the detection of 
just such deadbeats and a journal, published 
daily, in which the descriptions of deadbeats 
can be duly and accurately recorded,

Hotels Deadbeat Proof. 


The big hotels are deadbeat proof now- 
adays. In the first place the guests, unless 
they are known personally to the proprietor 
or his assistant, are required to pay in ad- 
vance. This applies, in all but exceptional 
cases, whether they have baggage or not, al- 
though allowances are made for guests who 
have-a trunk with them, It was a favorite

In the larger hotels the detective or his 
assistants are told of each guest who has 
taken a room without paying for it, and he is 
a wily deadbeat who can slip away without 
being seen by the hotel sleuth. 

But even if the hotels are beaten once it 
is not likely that the trick can be turned again 
by the same man. The hotelkeepers, through 
their united influence, have secured the pas- 
sage of laws which in some states are ex- 
tremely severe. In addition to these they 
have a daily publication which circulates 
among all the better class of hotels and in 
which reports are made of any attempt that 
is made to defraud a proprietor.

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ROBABLY there are few of the more economi- 
cally inclined women who do not have ‘boxes 
or bags which hold bits of lace, trimmings 
of various kinds, pieces of silk, net, or chif-

. will accumulate if care is taken of the in- 
evitable “left overs.” And now its one of the times 
in the year when some of the contents of these boxes 
may help out wonderfully in making over and renewing 


some of our last year’s wearing apparel. The first step. 


toward remodeling a garment is to wok it over thor- 
oughly to see what sort of condition it is in; then, if it 
is to be made over, it should be carefully ripped up, 
brushed and shaken, and all the threads picked out. 
Almost all woolen goods can be washed in soap tree 
bark. A 5 cent package is enough for one dress, and 
it can be bought at any drug store; full directions for 
using are printed on every package. If these direc- 
tions are carefully followed the material ‘will be free 
spots, and after pressing look almost Mke new. 
sure and the pressing on the side that is to 
used as the wrong side, and see that the irons 
not hot enough to scorch at all, Press until per- 
ary; and be careful to keep the goods straight 
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women wear them four inches up. It is possible if 
they are thig length to walk on a stormy day and still 


keep clean. If the suit is worth it, by all means put 


a new coat lining in, if the present lining is worn, and 
by so doing make the suit do good duty another couple 
of years. There ig the lining which is used in men's 
ooa ta a good deal; it has a diagonal twill, and is half 
silk and linen. It wears well and looks well, and costs 
about 76 cents a yard. For an ordinary short jacket 
it will take four yards. The old lining must be care- 
fully ripped out and pressed, and used as a pattern 
for the new Mning. As the old lining is being ripped 
out, notice how it was put in. A few weeks ago there

The most satisfactory way to treat the waist 
will be to give the new shoulder and large armhole 
effect. All shoulders slope a good deal, and the sleeves 
are decidedly small at the top. The effect is that of 
making the shoulder and sleeve melt into one thing.

If there is any soiled lace about the yoke and collar 
it must be cleaned, for ths first requisites of a dainty 
Woman's wearing apparel are perfect freshness, cleanli- 
ness, and perfect order. Fuller’s earth cleans satisfac- 
torily, and never injures things. Shake it over the 
solled places well, and even rub it in; if possible roll 
up the material end allow it to stand for several days. 
Then shake and brush it thoroughly. 

The waist will not need any other alteration if the 
trimmings are not worn out. If*they are, and the dress 
otherwise is in good condition, it will pay to spend $3 
or $3 on it. Lock for remnants of lace or ribbon, or 
whatever its necessary, thus making a distinct saving 
in the amount to be expended. A wide bias band, with 
the upper edge piped and put on in a diagonal line, 
making a deep point about twelve inches from the edge 
of the skirt in the front and running up sharply to- 
ward the back, is a pretty way, as well a @ new one, 
of applying trimming. 

If one has an accordion plaited flounce of chiffon 
or liberty silk or an old silk skirt, it can be made 
into a stunning waist. If new silk for the foundation 
has to be bought, a suitable quality can be purchased 
for 60 or 60 cents a yard, and if the silk is narrow, five 
yards will be needed, making the silk cost $2.50 or 38.

O transfer the Japanese embroidery to a new 
cover, first stretch on the embroidery frame 
the fresh piece of material, on which out- 
line the pattern of the work to be applied 
on it, which edge with silk cord, gold thread, 

— and silk couching, then paste tissue paper 
at the back of it to strengthen, let dry. Cut out with 
sharp scissors all worn out parts or ragged edges, leav- 
ing all around about the sixteenth of an inch of ma- 
terial as a border or foundation. Now place the em- 
broidery on the new material, secure it with: pins, and 
stitch it down with fine waxed silk to fasten the little 
margin securely over the fresh ground. Couch a second 
cord next to the first, carefully following the outlines, 
and hiding the frayed out edges. This double cord 
may be put on, if preferred, together, but the first 
mode is best. Add with needle, silk or gold thread any 
tendril, spray, on accessories left out during the process 
of cutting.

A well known writer on athletics insists 
that by punching a bag for ten minutes a day 
tor a week a woman can do more to reduce 
her weight and preserve a good figure than 
by observing a rigid diet for six months. 
Bag punching develops the chest, neck, and 
shoulders, and reduces the waist.. It er- 


elses every muscle, gives thin women curves, 
and makes stout women thin. If a woman 


has @ poor complexion the exercise will give 
her the tints of peaches and cream if any- 


thing will. The object of all exercise is to 
make the blood circulate rapidly and well, 
‘and bag punching does that to perfection. 


Unlike fencing, bag punching requires no 
instructor, yet its advocates say it will make 
a woman just as graceful and as light on 
her feet as the other exercise. She will learn 
to poise and balance herself, and this will 
give her a springy step and an easy and 
graceful carriage. Unlike fencing, too, no 
antagohist is required. That is another 


strong point in favor of bag punching.

thing necessary is a pair of lightweight

These are the rules of the punching con- 
test as laid down by an authority: Suspend 
the bag on a level with the shoulders and 
strike straight out from the shoulder.

Ten minutes a day is long enough for the 
average woman, but twenty minutes will be 
better ff she wants to reduce weight rapidly.

Strike with the greatest regularity possi- 
ble.

There is no one feature in the furnishing 
of a room which is so important as the 
‘draperies. It is these more than anything 
else which give character to their sur- 
roundings, and that make an otherwise com- 
monplace room look homelike and indi- 
vidual. The success of the draperies de- 
pends a great deal on their being hung 
correctly, but, alas! this is a matter of 
which the average housewife thinks but 
little.

danger of moral corruption. The peril is one that the 
police cannot check. The Chicago nickel theaters and 
the thousands of slot machines present a new problem 
for the reformer to solve—how shall the child's eye- 
sight be protected? 

To indicate more clearly the peril involved in many 
moving picture exhibitions, and at the same time to 
furnish a test for ascertaining impairment of vision, 
the Berlin oculist suggests simple experiments with 
rotating disks on which certain black circular lines have 
been traced. These disks show how easy a matter it is 
to strain the eye by concentrating the gaze for the 
briefest possible period upon any series of lines in- 
volving an optical illusion. A rotation of the disks 
in ꝙ slow and measured manner is apt to give results 
totally different from those ensuing upon swift rota- 
tion with the hand. The moving picture is apt to 
produce on a larger scale this ocular phenomenon of the 
rapidly revolving disk. The fatigue to the eye is multi- 
plied. The attention of the spectator in a moving pic- 
ture exhibition sometimes is diverted to one field in 
the perspective when the laws of optics force his gaze 
to a totally different point.

Eye Becomes a Victim of Illusions. 

At no time in the history of the race was the sense 
of sight more essential to man’s reconciliation with 
his physical environment; but at no time, complains 
the Berlin authority, has the aid of science been more 
readily given to make man, through the medium of 
his eyes, a stranger to reality. 

In experimenting with the disks reproduced on this 
page the eye should fix itself as intently as is possi- 
ble in the center of the outer circle, as indicated with 
comparative accuracy by. the central dot. The intended 
effect can be produced best by slow rotation. This 
rotary movement can be increased at pleasure, and in 
some canes the effect will be vdried.- The disk entitled 
“A Singularity in Optics,” for example, when rotated 
rapidiy, will give to some eyes the illusion that th 
central ball is rolling off.

Caution, according to the Berlin oculist, should be 
used by persons of weak vision in the use of these 
disks. An experience with the disks, it is predicted, 
will convince the parent that there is such a thing as 
the “moving picture eye” and that their children will 
get it if they don't look out.

Beauty Points of the Classic Face. 


In studying the types of classic beauty you will 
notice that there are certain points to be observed in 
all. Th may be called the beauty points of resem- 
blance for the reason that all have them and because 
they characterize all the handsome classic faces. 

The nose is straight, slender, and rather prominent. 

The forehead is quite low and the hair line is beau- 
tifully preserved. 

The hair, instead of being drawn back from the 
forehead, gently is draped across it. 

The locks never are straight, but always waved, 
though never frizzed or curled. ‘ 

The hair is not cut but is long and bestowed in 
an abundant coil at the back of the head. 

The neck is slim and round and the chin is poised 
well above the throat—not drawn down into the 
neck. 

The chin is not a double chin nor is it a square 
chin. It is oval or egg shaped and it never is fat. 

The head has its own individual carri It is 
held in a graceful way and the slope from the nape 
of the neck to the middle of the back is a veritable 
line of beauty. 

And the face has no superfluous fat upon it. There 
is not a spspicion of pudginess in the cheeks. On the 
eontrary. the face inclines to leanness rather than te 
fat.

Necessary to Keep the Lips Closed. 


The woman who is starting out to make her face 


a classic must begin by learning to kgep her lips shut 


—one of the features most observable in the works 
of the masters. The woman who can close her lps 
together without pressing them into a hard line is 
dificult to find. The lips of most women are either 
wide open and laughing or they are pressed together 
in a hard, straight line that is far from becoming. 
Experiment with your lips and see if you can 
touch them lightly together without making them 
look narrow and ugly. In society the closed mouth 
now is fashionable. Wheré, formerly, one saw the 
laughing beauty, one now sees the serious type of 
girl—the girl whose lips are just touched together 


with a gentle pressure and whose mouth forms a 


pretty bow. 

Flexibility of the lips is necessary to make the 
mouth look pretty when it is closed. And to make the 
lips flexible one must exercise them. 

A woman who teaches other women how to be 
pretty tells her pupils how to train their lips. 

When you go to bed at night paint your lips with 
glycerin and rose wates, using a wide camel's hair 
brush. If glycerin does not agree with your skin take 
pure sheep’s tallow and rub it on your lips. This will 
keep them from getting dull in tone. In the morning 
massage your lips by pinching them until they are a 
brilliant color, and several times during tha day bite 
them sharply,. but not sufficiently to break the skin.

Humorist a Hero to His Private Secretary. 


The bus stops in front of a white colonial door, you push the button, and a 
smiling Frenchman admits you to the reception hall. If you call in the morning 
vou will be welcomed by a most gracious, diplomatic, and seft voiced young 
woman who stands as buffer between Mark Twain and the world. She is Miss 
L V. Lyon, the humorist’s private secretary, and if she doesn't want you to see 
the great man you will find her an extremely determined young woman. She can 
smile in a truly melting way and refuse you almost any old thing without Sour 
being aware of the loss. It is easy to see that Mark Twain is a hero to his secre- 
tary. It is from Miss Lyon that you may learn how Mark Twain spends the day— 
her employer never talks about himself if he can help it, and then you never can 

tell if he is joking. He tells the most preposterous things in the most serious 
way, and though he often pretends that he wants the world to take him seriously, 
you insist upon thinking this is another joke. 

“Year before last,” said Mark Twain, “I went to my summer home in May 
and worked thirty-five successive days without a break. I am ashamed to confess 
what an intolerable pile of manuscript I ground out in thirty-five days. I wrote 
the first half of a long tale The Adventures of a Microbe —and put it away, and 
then started another long tale— The Mysterious Stranger. I wrote the first half 
of this and put it away also. I stopped then. I was not tired, but I had no books 
on hand that needed finishing.“ : 

Maybe Mark Twain expected the interviewer to believe all this, and maybe it, 
was true. Maybe not. We have the humorist’s own authority for the fact that 
“all people are liars from the cradle onward without exception. They begin to 
lie as scon as they wake up in the morning and keep it up without rest or re- 
freshment until they go to sleep at night.” At his birthday dinner in New York 
two years ago Mark Twain said: 


R * 
Mark's Good Rule About Going to Bed. 


“Since 40 I have been regular about going to bed and getting up, and that is 
one of the main things. I have made it a rule to go to bed when there wasn’t any- 
body left to sit up with; and I have made it a rule to get up when I had to.“ = 

In Tuxedo, perhaps, he can find no one to sit up late with him, for Mark Twain 
awakes at a reasonably early hour in the morning. If you should open the door 
of his bedroom at 8 o’clock you probably would find him smoking a cheap cigar / 
and waiting for his coffee and rolls. He confesses to a taste for cheap cigars and 
smokes them even when there are many boxes of imported cigars around the house. 

1 have never bought cigars with life belts around them,“ he says. “I early 
found that these were too expensive for me. I have always, bought cheap cigars 
reasonably cheap at any rate. Sixty years ago they cost me $4 a barrel, but my 
taste has improved latterly, and I pay $7 now. But that includes the cost of the 
barrel.“ 

After the coffee and rolls, more cigars and pipes follow. and the air becomes 
heavy with the odor of Connecticut filler or plug cut. He smokes and dictates 
chapters of his autobiography. He dictates slowly, using the semicolon mark, 
of which he is particularly fond, as frequently as possible. When the copy is 
handed to him by the stenographer it is almost always ready for the press, so few 0 
are the corrections to be made. 
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Spends Morning Smoking and Dictating. 7 

When the dictation is finished Mark Twain continues to smoke and begins 
reading. He dodges all works of fiction and humor and reads serious and 
scientific tomes that would drive the average reader to an encyclopedia if it did not 
put him to sleeep. He also is fond of biography. Shortly before noon he will come down 
stairs to chat with whoever is present, and perhaps will dictate a little more. His 
lunch is a glass of mk. usually, ‘for he never eats anything between, the time of his 
breakfast in bed and the 7 o’clock dinner. He generally takes a drive behind a safe 
and sane horse, and may pay à call on one or two friends. 

Mark Twain is popular with his neighbors. At Quarry farm, where he goes fora 
short time nearly every summer, he is a good fairy to the neighbors and is greatly 
beloved. On the top of a high knoll on the farm he has built for himself a rest 
house, where he likes to write. A rustic path leads to the rest house, and in summer 
it is overhung with vines. About the farm he has had built four stone watering 
troughs for horses. Each was erected to commemorate the birth of one of his children. 
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One of them records both the birth 

and death of a child, the inscription 

upon it being Olivia Susan Clemens, 

March 19, 1872; Aug. 18, 1896.“

Rents Kittens for Summer to 


Play with Him. 

At Tuxedo in summer. when he 
strolls along the roadway or sits to 
rest on a convenient bowlder, he 
wears his famous white suit, and 
often may be seen petting one of his 
favorite kittens. He is not fond of 
most animals, though his stories 
show that he is a keen and sympa- 
thetic observer ef animal life. He 
loves a dog—at a proper distance. 
Kittens are his only pets, and around 
his summer home he usually may 
be seen with one in his arms. 

If you should ask him where he 
got the kitten he would answer: I 
rented it for the summer.“ 

At first you would smile and take 
it as a joke, but inquiry would show 
the story to be true. He is unable 
to keep kittens in his New York 
home, or at least he is unable to 
bring them to Tuxedo with him for 
the summer. So during his stay at 
the country house he merely bor- 
rows them and returns them at the 
end of the season, and thus is assured 
that they have good homes. Where- 

ever he goes to stay for a 
few days or a few weeks at 
a summer place, the kittens 
are provided for him. The 
kittens that Mark Twain 
borrows for the summer’s play always be- 
some doubly precious to their owners when 
they are returned. They are known as Mark 
Twain kittens,” and if he changes summer 
homes and kittens many more seasons there 
will be a perfect horde of cats, each one 
claiming to be the original “Mark Twain kitten.” Already there are 
Mark Twain kittens in the Chemung hills, near Elmira; and in the New 
Hampshire hills, as well as at Tuxedo.

Always Tired, Finds Exercise Loathsome. 


Mark Twain cares little for games or sports, though there was a 
time when four aces would have caused his eyes to brighten. Now an 
innocentggame of hearts satisfies his love of excitement. For the stren- 
uous an@‘athletic games of the country summer he cares nothing. “I 
have never taken any exercise,” he said once. except sleeping and 
resting. and I never intend to take any. Exercise is loathsome. And it 
cannot be any benefit when you are tired; I was always tired.” 


So he spends his summer indolently, laughing at the world and 
playing with it.. Yet the great amount of copy he turns out every day 
would be arduous work for the most industrious writer. Yet there is 
great capacity and love of work beneath his boasted laziness, and deep 
philosophy beneath his laughter. He often has sighed because the 
world will not take him seriously, and within the last few years there 
has been a gradual awakening to the fact that Samuel I. Clemens is 
more than a funny man. Cause for tears is being found underneath 
the smiles. His satire reveals his undying hatred of shams and hy- 
pocrisy. He has portrayed a phase of our national life that is dead and 
gone, but which will live forever in his pages. His broad sympathy and 
his Knowledge of human nature are not for one generation only.
